He was Dr. 
Theodore B. Sachs, and for six years 
he was president and m em ber of the 
board of directors of the Chicago .Mu­ 
nicipal Tuberculosis sanitarium. Poli­ 
tics began to interfere with tile in­ 
stitution anti a 
new' 
mayor opined 
that there were , 500 
physicians in 
Chicago who could 
run 
the institu­ 
tion as good as Dr. Sachs had been 
doing. 
The medical profession, which ought 
to know, was surprised, for to them 
Dr. Sachs was one of the greatest of 
the great iii the domain of tuberculo­ 
sis treatm ent. 
T he mayor, however, 
added to his 
excoriation 
th a t 
he 
never knew of ,a case that Dr. Sachs 
had “cured,” 
but 
th at 
some cases 
probably bad been “arrested.” 
Dr. Sachs was a sensitive m an — 
probably too sensitive. 
Instead 
of 
sticking to his guns he resigned from 
the head of tile institution. But the 
attack s continued. 
Friends of Dr. 
Sachs said it 
was 
self-evident that 
an attem p t was being made to throw* 
the great municipal sanitarium into 
the dirtiest of dirty politics. 
“I am 
w eary,” w rote Dr. Sachs in a note to 
the people of 
Chicago. 
“Save 
my 
work for hum anity,” was a statem ent 
in the same letter. 
Dr. Sachs had 
committed suicide. 
The doctor was a great m an —zeal­ 
ous for hum anity and self-sacrificial 
In its service. H e could com m and ex­ 
traordinary high fees, for rich folks 
stricken with the white plague would

Stallion Should Be in Good Physical 
Condition Before Beginning of 
Breeding Season. 


A stallion that is not fit to work is 
not fit to sire work horses, is the opin­ 
ion of J. S. Montgomery of the animal 
husbandry division of the Minnesota 
College of Agriculture.

It is best to have the stall where the 
horse is near to other horses. 
“In feeding the stallion for the sea­ 
son,” Mr. Montgomery cautions, “it 
should be remembered that a thin ani­ 
mal is just as bad off as one th at is 
too fat. 
The horse should be in good 
flesh, preferably on the gain, to open 
the season. The flesh should be put on 
by a ration free from excessive corn 
or other heating and fattening feeds. 
O ats make a good grain ration, but 
may be advantageously supplemented 
by one-fifth—by weight—of w heat or 
bran. 
A little oil meal, up to 8 per 
cent, is also desirable. 
Bright hay 
should be fed at the rate of a pound 
a day to each hundred pounds the 
horse weighs. 
If the stallion is being 
worked, he should have a pound and 
half a day to each hundred pounds. 
T he clover fed it should be limited to 
one-half the ordinary hay ration, for 
the excess of protein in it overworks 
the kidneys and is hard to eliminate 
from the system.”

W hen influenza or distem per breaks 
out among the farm horses, the loss 
from lessened working efficiency is 
sometimes heavy. 
The N ebraska col­ 
lege of agriculture says th at this dis­ 
case can very largely bo prevented if 
the horses are vaccinated with influ­ 
enza antitoxin as soon as th e first 
case appears. 
Two doses should be 
given about six days apart.

Navel disease which infects colts 
soon after foaling can easily be pre­ 
vented by providing clean and sani­ 
tary stalls for the mares and colts and 
keeping the stable well disinfected, ac­ 
cording to J. S. Coffey of the animal 
husbandry department, Ohio state uni­ 
versity. 
The disease is easily transmitted 
from old bedding, sawdust or barn­ 
yard scrapings. 
Only clean and new 
straw should be put in the stall and 
a strong solution of iodine kept handy 
for bathing the navel cord of the colt. 
The first milk of the mare contains 
colostrum, a natural laxative, and is 
essential in keeping the young colt 
in good condition; therefore, mares 
should not be milked before or soon 
after foaling. 
In a few days both 
mare and colt can exercise in the pas­ 
ture lot.
